NEW YORK—The gross operating in- 
come of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway Company during the five months 
ended Nov. 30, according to the recent 
report to the stock exchange, increased 
1l per cent over the corresponding period 
of 1908.

This is an age of summaries and con- 
densations, of lightning sketches and

Sichel’s book on Sheridan, with its over 
1100 closely written pages, its copious 
notes references, and its innumer- 
able digressions. 

if Mr. Sichel 
fire ove rT 
had it more detinitely on to 
his hero, one is inclined to think that 
his ~work would have gained consider- 
ably in general interest. Krom his elope- 
ment with the beautiful 16-year-old Miss 
Linley, to his last interview with the 
bailiff’s officers, the life of Sheridan 
abounds in interesting situations quite 
apart from his parliamentary career; no 
doubt his services were invaluable to 
the Whigs at the end of the eighteenth 
century, but most readers are content to 
accept this as a fact without wading 
through all the political records of that 
period.

R. FIEDLER’S fourteenth program | 
was changed a few days before the 


concert; and, while the most important 
number, Cesar Franck’s symphony in 
D minor, was retained, the general spirit 
of Saturday evening’s performance was 
without question different from what it 
would have been if in the first half 
of the program the Franck symphony 
had been associated with Beéthoven‘s 
fugue for string orchestra instead of with 
Schumann’s “Genoveva”’ overture, and if 
in the second half of the program Wag- 
ners “Tristan and Isolde” music had 
been associated with the new symphonic 
poém of Sibelius, “Night Ride and Sun- 
rise,” instead of with two other Wagner 
numbers.

Lamb opened the door, and though 
editions of these men’s complete works 
are still very scarce, education demands 
that the young shall be examined in 
what Greene said about “Shake-Scene,” 
and what Nashe said about Greene, and 
Chettle said about all of them, and as 
to what Dekker and Marston did to an- 
noy Ben Jonson, and how he replied, 
and all the rest of it. Now, a few of 
the “flowers” of Greene and Lyly and 
Lodge might be read with pleasure and 
profit... . An American author of a 
school history of our literature exhibits 


but 19 of our greatest authors—from | 


Chaucer to Tennyson—at full length; 
a few of the rest receive small para- 
graphs; and youth, which has no use 
for decadents, does not tax his memory 
with hundreds of names of authors whose 
books he will never open.

Thus does the “back from Elba” elub, 
after its tiny strut across the political 
stage, seem to be at the poing of retire- 
ment. Instead of playing seven parts 
it has played but one and that one badly. 

During the campaign of 1908, Mr. 
Roosevelt wrote a long letter to Conrad 
Kolirs of Helena, Mont., which embraced 
nh eulogy of Mr. Taft such as no public 
inan in this country has written about 
another for many years. The letter was 
a remarkable document--remarkable not 
only for the cogency of the reasoning 
employed, and for the enthusiasm dis- 
played by the writer over the Taft can- 
didacy, but also for the. glowing tributes 
it paid Mr. Taft.

Higher Education for 
German Women 


Higher education for woman is a burn- 
ing question throughout the German em- 
pire. Helena Lange, president of the 
German Womans League, is credited with 
having accomplished better results than 
other of the leaders. Nineteen years ago 
she began her campaign for better educa. 
tion for women and a greater control in 
educational matters. To Americans her 
claims will seem modest, for in America 
girls’ schools are not by any means all 
in the hands of men for principals and 
for teachers of all the higher grades. She 
asked in a pamphlet, published in 1887, 
that women should be given academic 
training in order that they might be 
fitted to teach in the higher schools. for 
girls.

Many of the dailies and some of the 
weeklies are commenting on the growing 
Rooseveltian tendencies of President Taft in 
his attitude toward the legislative branch of 
the government. Strange to say, while the 
discussion has called forth notes of warning 
from strict constitutionalists, and occasional 
sharp criticism, the general impression seems 
to be that while it is as wrong for Mr. Taft as 
it was for Mr. Roosevelt to interfere with or 
attempt to usurp the prerogatives of Congress, the former has, in a 
large measure, been forced to go outside his province in this particular. 

It is recalled, in his behalf, that he was manifestly indisposed at 
the beginning to meddle in affairs at the other end of the avenue, 
and that it required a great deal of persuasion, and pressure from the 
outside as well as from the inside, to induce him to interfere in*the 
tariff discussion. But pressure was used, and very effectively. It 
was shown to him that he had been committed by his party to a scaling 
down of certain of the tariff schedules, and that on the strength of 
his party's platform pledges he had given his personal promise to the 
country that these reforms would be carried out. He decided to take 
a hand in the fight, and we know the rest. We remember that he 
began with a plea and ended with a demand, and that while he did not 
accomplish all he sought, he scored a practical victory over the party 
leaders. 

The theory is now advanced on one side that this success created 
in Mr. Taft an appetite for dictatorial power, but this is overborne 
by the well-supported statement on the other side that Mr. Taft has 
not interfered in the affairs of Congress in a single instance where ke 
has not been invited, or urged, or actually forced, to do so by the 
“regulars” or the “insurgents” or by both; and that sometimes one 
of these elements, sometimes the other, and sometimes the two 
combined, have so shaped the circumstances and formed the cordi- 
tions that he could not avoid stepping into the arena and “bossing”’ 
the situation. 

There appears to be an openly declared or tacitly conceded 
admission in all quarters at present that Mr. Taft has taken the reins 
of his own party in Congress. As this means the majority, and as 
the majority controls, the inference is that the legislative branch of 
the government will do business 1n a manner acceptable to thé 
executive branch.

What 
was once the clearly-defined “frontier” is now 
scarcely traceable. For many years it has 
been pushed on and on toward the Pacific as “Westward the course 
of empire takes its way.’ And from the Pacific eastward has come 
the march of civilization, meeting and mingling with that which has 
progressed from the Atlantic to, and far beyond, “the Father of Wa- 
ters.” Where, for a thousand summers, the prairie rose had glad- 
dened the hermit bee, came the breaking plow turning once and for 
all time, in long green ribbons of close-knit sod, the elemental carpet 
of the plains. 


“Before me curls the wavering smoke 
Of the Indian’s smouldering fire. 
Behind me rise,—was it God who spoke?~ 
At the toil-enchanted hammer’s 4troke, 
The town and the glittering spire.” 


Every canvas-covered “prairie schooner,” freighted with hopeful 
men and trusting women and children, and including in its cargo 
sickle and seeds and the cherished household treasures, no matter how 
homely and meager, found anchorage somewhere in the broad prai- 
ries amid their seas of waving grass.

Such a possibility is particularly interesting at the present time, when 
foreign ascendency in Chinese affairs is judged sufficiently serious— 
in consequence of various recent treaties in the far east—to have 
caused the launching of a proposal intended to force the restoration 
of Chinese sovereignty in Manchuria by international guarantee. 

With fair prospects of internal consolidation, however slow, no 
present encroachment on Chinese territorial or commercial interests 
could be regarded as too serious for an awakened China to repel. The 
danger is rather that once the giant is roused and has tried his 
strength in repelling aggressions he may develop a Mongolian imperi- 
alism to which Japanese expansion could not be compared except as 
a diminutive sample. Happily, China already possesses a vast empire 
in her sparsely-peopled dependencies to the west and north, Thibet, 
Eastern Turkestan, Mongolia and Manchuria, all of which afford 
ample scope for imperialism for generations to come. It is one of 
the wonders of modern Asia to watch the growth of the Chinese 
colonial movement by which the overcrowded provinces of China 
proper send pioneers to the confines of the Russian empire. It is in 
these .’:pendencies that the north and the south of China meet and 
blend: and it is there, evidently, that self-government will find the 
most congenial soil to take root in. 

If western civilization ever had a mission in Mongolian lands, 
it is to transmit all its constructive elements to this new China and to 
withhold from it the destructive factors that are exercising such an 
adverse influence on the affairs of the coast country. If there is a 
Chinese equivalent for western democracy, its nucleus must be sought 
in the heart of Asia. among the immigrants and frontiersmen of 
colonial China. )

dificult or impossible to furnish the 


committee with the reply that it.deems necessary, and hasty 
conclusions thus formed are doing Mr. Meyer an injustice. Fair 
play demands that he be given time to make answer to the critics of 
his plan. 

It may be remembered that one of the most important features 
of-this plan is that which contemplates that a great engineering 
department shall be created in the navy yards, of which line officers 
shall take charge. The secretary's idea is that the men educated bh) 
the government to command its warships are best qualified to look 
after their building, equipment and repair. Chief Constructor Capps 
had already declared the plan unworkable, holding that its short- 
comings would make themselves particularly apparent in time of war 
when officers trained for fighting would have to be kept in the machine 
shops, when Paymaster-General Rogers attacked the Meyer plan in a 
still more determiged and sweeping’ fashion. Crystallized, the 
objections raised by these two coadjutors of the secretary of the navv 
are to be found in the question: “What will happen to the navy yarid 
organization when a war comes and the line officers who have been 
running things are rushed to sea?” 

That they must be rushed to sea in such an event is a proposition 
which Paymaster-General Rogers and Chief Constructor Capps insist 
admits of no possible dispute. The secretary, as has been said, has 
not made answer but his friends believe he is not the man to be 
caught without a sufficient reply. No doubt, he will give the 
committee the information it is seeking in due time. Meanwhile, it 
is unfortunate, to say the least, that opposition should have arisen 
to him among those who should be his advisers and helpers.

Out in the West where meat is on the hoof— 
at what might be called the base of our food 
supply—the present anti-meat crusade is 
| regarded from a viewpoint very different ©

| where meat is on the hook or on the block. 
| Crusade + This statement has reference to the West 
| | beyond Chicago, beyond Kansas City, St. 
|| Joseph and Omaha—beyond the packing belt. 
It relates to the country where the cattle are 
bred and fed and raised for the markets of the world. Out there 
the position is taken that in order to reduce the price cf meat all of 
those things that enter as necessities into the production of meat will 
have to be cheapened. Lands will have to come down, taxes must be 
reduced. Labor will have to be cut. Transportation charges will 
have to be slashed. 
The rise of prices in meats does not have its beginning in the 
stockyards, nor will a reduction in-the prices end there. Grazing, 
corn, oats, hay, like all the other products of the farm, have advanced. 
The days of cheap feed for livestock are gone by. Everything about 
the range, the ranch and the farm has been affected by the uplift in 
the American standard of living, just as everything about the village, 
town and populous city 1s affected. The highest prices ever recorded 
have been paid for livestock in Kansas City and Chicago recently. 
Never before have steers and hogs commanded such figures. Yet, 
the stockmen say they have not made any more profit from these 
sales than they have made from sales in the past at lower prices. The 
farmers of the West are joining the ranchmen and herders in protests 
against the meat boycott. It will do them great harm, “they say, 
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-without doing others any good, for it must result inevitably in a short 


supply and higher prices than ever. 


The situation is full of paradoxes, contradictions, difficulties. 
It is too deep to be contemplated, muclf less corrected, in a period of 
popular excitement. The price of meat is only one phase of the 
greatest problem in economics the age has been called upon to solve. 


EVEN 1f the uncooked food remedy for the high price of living is 
not all its advocates claim for it, it at least serves to eliminate the 
high priced cook. 
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[It HAS been wisely said that he who will not 
look at both sides of a question is not qualhi- 
fied to estimate either side intelligently or 
justly. This applies to conservation as to 
everything else. The other side of the con- 
servation question is development. Recogni- 
tion of the fact that to arrest development 
would mean stagnation should not prevent 
the carrying out of every legitimate con- 
servation scheme. It would, however, help to 
define what ts legitimate and what is illegitimate; what, in a public 
sense, is beneficial and what is harmful in the conservation policy. 
The lands, the mines, the natural resources of the country, unde- 
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. veloped, are of little value to the country; they take on a value the 


moment their development becomes prospective; they may become, 
and they generally do become, immensely valuable as soon as develop- 
ment begins. The West would not be what it is today if burdensome 
restrictions were laid upon its settlers, if its natural resources were 
withheld from. energy, industry and enterprise. Nothing has been 
lost by the throwing open of the West to the people who in return for 
the privileges granted them have developed an empire. ‘ 


An extensive territory lying within the United States is still to be 
developed. Washington and Oregon are looking anxiously for set- 
tlers, and wish to offer the same inducements to immigrants that 
other parts‘of the country have held out. They ask that government 
lands be placed on the market. There is‘no demand out there that 
lands, or forests, or mines, or waterpower be sold for less than they 
are worth, but there is a demand that they shall not, for the sake of 
“conserving” them, be kept idle. The new Northwest is crying for a 
conservation policy that shall be more liberal. 
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
